IDOL WORSHIP IN CHINA. 


The Peculiar Ceremonial by Which 
Kvil Spirits Are Cast Out. 
Hangchow Cor. Celestial Empire. 

A curious display of idol worshipis being 
nightly enacted not far from this city. Itis 
not easy to determine co what sect it be- 
longs, for, though held in a Taoist Temple, 
no priest of either that orany other takes part 
inthe ceremony. It is entirely carried out 
by the people themselves, and beingin the 
seventh moon, whenthe names of the de- 
parted receive so much attention from their 
living relations, it may be correct to consider 
ita part of ancestral worship. At the be- 
gin ing of the moon, proclamations were 
posted all over the city announc- 
ing the commencement of this strange cere- 
mony, and calling the people to come up and 
pay their taxes to Yuh-whang Shung-ti, 
Lord of the world and saviour of men,.“ 
as they do their earthly Emperor. Each 
night, from the first to the fifteenth of the 
seventh moon, this parody on royalty is car- 
ried out, and delegates from various districts 
bring strings of paper svcee, which is weighed 
with the greatest care as if it was real) silver, 
entered into the account books of an official, 
and at the proper time in the ceremony is 
sent up tospirits through fire, An idea ef 
the amount of paper money consumed may 
be formed from the price received for the 
ashes, which realizes a total for this month, 
at sixteen cents cash an ounce, of not less 
than $30. 

The real business of the evening com- 
merces after dusk. The procession. which 
goes out of the village in order to return es- 
corting the spirit of the Emperor, begins to 
form. Each man carries a lantern, with the 
name of his district or society painted on it. 
The main temple and all the lesser ones are 
brilliantly lighted up with rows of lanterns or 
red cloth, and some large reflectors behind 
candles, the effect of whichis very pleasing. 
Theatrical dresses of the most gorgeous col- 
ors, and heavy with gold lace, pass along in 
groups; boys dressed in cloth and gold tin- 
sel hats, men bearing swords, spears and bat- 
tle-axes, and bands of music goto make up 
this unique procession. The center of all is 
the Emperor’s chair, carried by twelve bear- 


ers, containing his tablet; a man on each side, | 
carrying large white feather fans, shields it | 
from the public gaze, but waving to and fro | 


as if fanning a living person. 


After a long intervaltbe big drum gave | 


forth a boomingsound, and the great idol 
Yubh-whang Shung-ti, wearing a most corge- 
ous dress, appeared and was placed ou a 
raised platform under a rich canopy. Al! 
immediateiv fell prostrate upon the ground, 
and for awhile silence reigned supreme: 
presently the master of ceremonies took his 
place and the bearers of cards cf those gods 
who by their rank are allowed to pay their 


respects to his Majesty (as officials are with | 
A few | 


the real Emperor) began to arrive. 
feet from the tbrone they kneltand respect- 
fully presented their cerd; which was re- 
ceived by an official, who announced in aloud 
voice the name and rank of the sender. the 
court musicians plavipg on their instruments 
on the arrival ofeach fresh card, of which 
that night there were forty-eight. 

A few devout worshippers were allowed to 
prostrate themselves in the royal presence, 
and towara midnight His Majesty proceeded 
to judge the evil spirits. The Chinese con- 
sider all mad persons possessed by a demon, 
and their friends, in the bope that this will 
be cast out by the ordeal through which they 
have to pass at this court, gladlysend them 
there, each patient paying $55. These un- 
fortunates are locked up in the hell before 
mentioned astbey arrive—sufticient in itself 
to upset the balance of a sound mind. An 
official approaches ard reverently asks for 
the keys. The request is granted, and run- 
ners orderedto bring one of the evil spirits 
to be judged. They rush off witha yell to 
obey this order, and presently they are to be 
seen at the far end burrying along one of 
these unfortunate people. In the midsi of 
frightful yells, the flames of the im- 
mense pile of paper-money making the 
whole court as light as day, this poor 
wretch is brought into his Majesty’s presence. 
He was a tall, powerful man, bis face pale 
though passive: butif his acts gave any clew 
to the state of his mind, he was the only sen- 
sible person there, for he refused to kneel: 
the excitement became intense, the runners 
tbrew themselves upon bim with fierce en- 
ergy to force him to kneel, but he was strong 
enough to resist them all, andafter a fruit- 
less struggle he was hustled out of this bril- 
Jiant scene, and again thrust into the dark 
infernal regions. Another was brought forth 
with the same demoniacal yells. He quietly 
knelt, and was at length pronounced guilty, 
and sentenced to be beaten on the ankles with 
the light bamboo. A straw figure was brought 
forth to represent him, and he was obliged to 
lock on while it received the punishment.

John McCullough’s last week atthe Fifth 
Avenue Theater is now in pro- 
gress, and people are being act- 
ually turned from the doors every evening.

The night before last I dropped 
in for the purpose of seeing bis final appear- 
ance as the Gladiator. The theater was jam- 
med tothe very roof. Such an audience has 
never before been seen within the walls of the 
Fifth Avenue. After selling all the seats and 
all the standing room (which, bythe wav, 
was occupied by as many ladies 
as gentlemen), Mr. Haverly’s treas- 
urer was obliged to dispose of the only re- 
maining box, seat by seat, at the price of $5a 
ticket.

A New Play in Paris. 

From the New York Sun. 
| The theatrical world of Paris hada nove 
ceepsation in the production of Michael Stro- 
gofl' at the Chetalet. The lively story of 
Jules Verne has been transformed into an 
admirabie play of five acts and sixteen tab- 
lesux, by, tbe experienced dramatist, M. 
D’Ennery. The plot of the play is familiar to 
inost readers of sensational romance. The 
London Daily News says: 

Michel Strogoffis a young Russian officer, 
who is chosen on accountof his courage and 
military qualities to be a messenger of import- 
ant tidings in time of war, and proceeds on 
this perilous mission under circumstances 
which try all his fortitude. He is beset by 
terrible adveniures. Appeals are made by 
turnsto his patriotism, his personal valor, 
and bis filial love, to induce him to waver 
from his purpose; but he passes successfully 
through every ordeal, and ultimately saves a 
Grand Duke ard an army of bis countymen 
from annihilation. This part was played with 
great truth and spirit bv M. Marais, who reh- 
dered the soldierly obedience and fine dis- 
cipiine ofthe Russian Captain in a natural 
ard impressive manner. 

Among tbe subordicate characters who 
created amusement, not less by their vivacity 
than by the capital dialogue written for 
them, are two war correspondents of news- 
papers, M. Blunt, who represents the Morn- 
ing Post, ang M. Jolivet, who addresses his 
telegrams t6 bis cousin, Madeleine in the 
Rue Montmarte,’’ but whhis really intrust- 
ed with the interests of a Parisian news 
sheet. These are almost new types in 
French sensational drama, and M. D’Ennery, 
whose hand is most visibie here, has made 
the most of tbem. They are as near to real- 
ity as isconsistent with the broad treatment 
required for the stage; and their proceedings 
in search of early information have that 
mixture of the shrewd and ludicrous which 
never fails to nit the taste of a mixed audi- 
ence. The originals—for it is said that they 
are intended for portraits—are alleged to be 
Mr. Archibald Forbes and M. Ivan 
de Westayne, who figured 80 
prominently in upholding the journalistic 
enterprise of their respective countries dur- 
ing the late war between Russia and Turkey. 
But as it appears in Michel Strogoff’’ that 
the Parisian journalist was most successful 
in procuring intelligence, perhaps it is better 
not to push the comparison too far. It may 
be mentioned, however, that tbere is a grow- 
ing babit on the French stage of dressing 
the characters introduced after well-known 
persons, a habit which students will remem- 
ber was suppressed in England about a hun- 
dred years ago by the energetic protest of 
Dr. Johnson, so that nothing is quite new. 

It appears, however, that the success of 
**Micbell Strogoff” is not based solely on the 


sensational features of the plot. It relies to 
a great extent upon an amazipg magnifi- 
cence of the scenery and costumes. 


Marrying the Girl He Robbed.

The Court of General Sessions just con- 
cluded began with thetrial of Richard Liston, 
a voubg man of twenty four, for the larceny 
of 52.750 from Stella Hart, a pretty Jewess 
of seventeen, ard ended with their marriage 
this morning in the court room where he was 
tried and convicted, and where he will be 
sentenced to-morrow.

He was feund 
guilty, ard sentence suspended until to-mor- 
row to allow forthe marriage taking place in 
the interim. This morning, although an at- 
tempt had been made to keep the matter 
private, tbe court-room was crammed, law- 
vers, Mercbants and members of Parliament 
being pot the least interested and desirous of 
seeing tbe marriage. The parties met in the 
mice of the Clerk of the Crown, and then pro- 
ceeded in processional order to the Court of 
(Jucen’s Bench Chamber, a guard of police 
bringing up tbe front and rear, Judge Dugas 
and the Rev. Gavin Long of the St. Andrew’s 
Church of Scotland, in their robes, preceaing 
the couple. The bride locked happy,and was 
attired in a walking habit. The bridegroom 
wss solemn. He stalked along, his expectant 
wife one side anda jailer on the other. The 
ceremony took place in front of the Judge’s 
bench under the huge emblazoned arms of 
Great Britain, bearing theinscription: 7/0% 
soil quimaly pense. The service was con- 
ducted with all due solemnity. The girl re- 
turned to her friends, and the prisoner was 
driven back to jail. His sentence, it is said, 
will be light.

The country sopth of here, along the Atch- 
ison and Topeka Railroad from Raton to 
Otero, bas recently been much excited overa 
series of happenings of a startling nature, 
culminating inthe lynching of Dr. A. C. 
Washington, a character who has figured 
more or less prominently in tue southern part 
of Colorado and Northern New Mexico for 
four or five years past. The circumstances 
whichbaye recently brought Washington“s 
name before the public are as follows: He 
bas recently resided at Otero, a small rail- 
road station some fifteen miles south of the 
Colorado line in New Mexico. He had been 
called totreat a young dining-room girl at the 
Van Dever House, Raton, and while under 
his charge she 5 rapidly worse, and 
died last ednesday morning. She 
was rational before her death, and mide a 
dying statement to the effect that on the night 
before Dr. Washington had administered to 
ber two large doses of chloroform, under 
the pretext of relieving ber pain, and while 
she was partially unconscious he had violated 
ber pereon. There was no doubt in the minds 
of those who heard her story, and who were 
familiar with the accompanying circum- 
stances, that the girl’s death was caused by 
— treatment andthe drug adminis- 
tere +. ¢ 

The people about Raton were not long in 
decidir g that, as Washington had killed the 
girl, he must also die. But the officials, ob- 
serving the turn affairs were taking, took 
Washington in charge, and, to prevent vio- 
lence, burried him away to Otere, where he 
was locked up and thougnt to be secure. The 
mob followed tbe officers and prisoners to 
their places of refuge, Arriving at Otero af- 
ter nightfall Tbursday, they proceeded quiet- 
ly, but in large number, to the place at which 


tbe culprit was confined. The doors of the 


prison were forced open and he was taken 
out and swung up by the neck and hanged 
until he was strangled to death. 
A FIENDISH CAREER. 
Denver Tribune. December 5. 

If reports concerning Washington be cor- 
rect it 1s fortunate for the world at large that 
bis existence has been terminated,even at the 
hands ofamob. Hearing that Capt. Cutler, 
now in Denver, knew something of Washing- 
ton’s career, be was soughtout by the Trib- 
une, and related the story given below: 

Washington went from Colorado to Otero 
about a year ago, while that town was the 
terminus of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railroad. He made his first appearance 
in Colorado about five years ago, and first set - 
tiedat La Veta while that place was the ter- 
minus ofthe Denverand Rio Grande Road. 
There he was 4 druggist, main- 
tainipe quite à pretentious establish- 
ment. When be was first introduced to the 
La Vetians, Washington created a favorable 
impression. He was well-educated, had evi- 
dently traveled considerably, dressed well, 
was not ostentatious and possessed a pleasing 
address. The people considered him “an ac- 
quisition,” and he soon iastalled himself in 
their good graces. It being discovered that 
he was unincumbered by a wife, he soon be- 
came a favorite beau, and it was not long 
until be was married to a young lady, the 
daughter of a leading citizen, but whose name 
will not be given. 

Soon it began tobe whispered about that 
Washington was abusing his wife. Pretty 
soon it was ascertained that he wasin the 
habit of beating and otherwise maltreating 
her. The peopte rose in their wrath, and 
told Washington that he must either leave 
the towh forthwith or submit to Judge 
Lynch’s adjudication. He left, not even be- 
ing given an opportunity to take his drugs 
with him. 

He is next heard of at Las Animas, whither 
he fled. There healso established a drug 
store. There he was joined by a woman from 
the Kast, who claimed to have been his wife. 
Furtber particulars of his life at this point 
are net obtainable. It is knownthat he rid 
himself of tbis woman, but under what cir- 
cumstances cannot be told. 

From Las Animas Washington went to E! 
Moro, another railroad terminus at that time. 
Here be does not appear to have been en- 
gaged in any special business. But he‘**went 
courting,’’ as usual, stating that he was a 
widower, and thistime seems to have com- 
bined business with pleasure by marrying 
the daugbter of bis landlord, Dr. Minder, 
then proprietor of the El Moro Hotel. 

While bere he was criticised for some busi- 
ness transaction by Capt. Cutler in the Trini- 
dad News. Hecalled onthe Captain, and, 
presenting a cocked revolver with his hand 
on the trigger and with the muzzle in the 
Captain's face. demanded satisfaction. 
Although Cutler gave him a very un- 
reply, he did not com- 
mit the murder which he then threatened. 

Soon after this occurrence Washington ap- 
pears onthe stege at Otero as a physician, 
baving taken bis wife with bim. Some six 
months ago he was on trial for the murderof 
a former partner, with whom he hadquar- 
reled aboutthe ownership of a barn. and 
whom he had attacked and killed on the spot 
with a large knife. He eet up the plea of 
self-defense, and was acquitted. 

He next figures in a case of infanticide. A 
child had been born to bis wife. The child 
died rather mysteriously, and soon it began to 
be whispered about that its unnatural! father 
had killed it. Theindignation of tne Otero 
people was, of course, aroused, and they or- 
ganized for an investigation into the matter, 
and for the purpose ofavenging the murder 
in case the death should be proven to have 
been caused by him. 

Learning ofthe inquiry as to his child’s 
deatb, he at once charged his wife with the 
instigation of it, and set upon and beat her 
until she was almost dead. It is stated that 
he would have killed her had not the neich- 
bors interfered. She was rescued from her 
busband's clutches and sent away. Threats 
of lynching were freely indulged in; but the 
people were unable, it seems, to find com- 
plete evidence that he bad murdered his 
child, and the counse! of those who argued 
moderation was followed. 

Nothing more is known of Washington 
Until he is called to see the sick girl at Raton, 
with what result is already related. How 
many people he has killed as a druggist and 
‘*doctor,’? will probably never be known. 
Those who knew him say he was about thirty- 
five or forty years of age, and a handsome 
fellow, and that be seemed quite an efficient 
physician. He was worthat one time some

In a year she bad made such progress that 
her parents made up their minds to 
reap some advantage from it, and 
brought ber to Paris. She knows not only 
how to read and write, but the four rules of 
arithmetic, and solves the little problems 
that are given her witbout making a mistake. 
Moreover, she knows the whole of the first 
act of **Athalia,’? which she repeats in her 
little silvery veice from end to end without 
missing a line. And finally one can ask her 
for whatever piece he chooses from“ Il Trova- 
tore,“ ‘*Rigoletto,’’ Faust,“ and La 
Juive.“ She will sing it to him at ence in 
the most accurate fashion imaginable. Noth - 
ing would be funnier than to hear her coo out 
the Caro nome” from ‘*Rizoletto’’ in Ital- 
ian. And yet, as we have said, she is buta 
lite over three years old. N ot only does she 
not look older, but her certificate 
of birth attested by all sorts of authorities, 
each more oflicial than the other, proves 
the fact beyond question. The child has been 
carefully examined by physicians for an ab- 
normal development of the brain or skull, 
but they say that there is nothing of the sort, 
and that it issimply a very well developed 
bead. Weasked her manager what he in- 
tended to do when she should be five or six 
years old, whén what is now surprising 
in her would no longer be extraordinary. 
Oh, “ said he, I have an engagement with 
her parents for five years, all the same, and I 
a m quite sure of making a good thing of it. 
As she grows older Iwill make her exercise 
more complicated. She has just recited to 
you the first act of Athalia. Now I am go- 
ing to make ber learn it backwards. As soon 
as she is four vears old lam going to begin 
to have her tayght mathematics.’’

Bernhardt Socially. 
From the New York Times. 


Before Sarah Bernhardt had come to this 
country, in pursuance of her professional en- 
gagement, there was considerable specula- 
tion, private and public, as to her social ac- 
ceptance here. Some persons held that she 
would beinvited to private houses, particu- 
larly in New York,as she bad been in London, 
to give entertainments and to receive social 
bonors. Others, and they were largely in 
the majority. were of a contrary opinion. 
They did not believe that any 
American city would imitate tbe folly, to 
put it mildly, of the British capital; that it 
would receive in its bomes a celebrated 
actress with antecedents which would pre- 
vent all thought of such reception had she 
been merely in private life. They were en- 
tirely correct in their judgment. Bernhardt 
has come and gone. She was eminently suc- 
cessful on the stage, the receipts of the four 
weeks of her performances—six a week— 
having reached very nearly 5100, 000. The 
receipts of the Francais in the same time 
could never have been much more than half 
the amount, for 65,000f. a week, or more than 
10,500 a night, would be regarded as 
most extraordinary even at the theater 
which counts itself the iirst of the world. 
Socially, the succes of Bernhardt was /. 
Nobody invited her; nobody called on her; 
nobody, in a society sense, recognized her 
existence. This is, under the cireumstasces, 
as it should have been, and reflects credit 
upon the good sense and propriety of the 
Metropolis. The intellectual and refined were 
pleased to flock to the play-house to witness 
her fine impersonations. They were not dis- 
posed to stay away because she had violated 
the canons of morality in her individual re- 
lations. They went to see her as an artist, 
notasa woman. If the play-going public 
does not concern itself with an actor’s private 
life, why should it with the private life of an 
actress?

INSTANTANEOUS PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Pictures Taken in the Hundredth Part 


of a Second — How It Is Done. 
From the New York Post. 


The process of instantaneous photography, 
as perfected recently in London and in this 
country by Rockwood; has resulted in many 
changes in the mode of taking ordinary pho- 
tographs and has enlarged the field of pho- 
tography by bringing Within it he work of 


picturing objects in motion. 


The history of the instantaneous process of 


photography is. like that of all other inven- 
tions, full of failures. The gelatine used iao- 
stead of collodion as a medium for the chemi- 
cals employed in making negatives is a deli- 
cate substance, the manipulations of which 
need great experience and judgment; its prop- 
er preparation is so tedious that it 
probable that photographers will attempt to 
prepare their own platés as at present, but 
will buy them ready prepared, in large quan- 
tities, the plate being dry and practically in- 
alterable. The gelatime.is first boiled for 
many hours, then mixed with the necessary 
salts of silver and potassium, then passed 
through sieve-like cloths, wasbed in water to 
extract the excess of chemicals, boiled again 
for a day and then spread on the glass plates. 
Even the minutest care in proportions and 
treatment results in plates of different quali- 
ty. Some plates are too sensitive and be- 
come black, even after an exposure of a frac- 
tion of a second; others do not give clear 
pictures. So rapid is the effect of light that 
the motion of the hand has been 
found to be too slow, and a pneumatic device 
has been introduced by which the slight pres- 
sure of a rubber bulb throws up a disk which 
covers the aperture of the camera and brings 
it down again. In Mr. Rockwood’s studio a 
long tube goes from the camera to any part 
of the room,the bulb which ends it being 
carried inthe operator’s hand. When he 
sees a good expression or position on tne 
part of the sitter he squeezes the bulb, no 

matter in what part of the room he may be, 

and the picture is taken. But 

even this pneumatic disk is not 

rapid enough for pictures taken out of doors, 

For this purpose a wooden slide is used with 

around holein it.

Rogers, 
the sculptor, has used the process 
to take pictures of athletes struggling. 
The men strugggle without any thought 
of the camera, and when they get 
through there are a half dozen pictures of 
the men in positions which struck Rogers as 
effective. All he had to do was to squeeze 
bisrubber buib and the thing was done. 
Horses trotting and cows grvezing are easily 
tuken. One picture taken last week repre- 
sents five pigs feeding, one old feilow 
scratcbing his back as he gazes stolidly at 
the camera. A cat and her kittens make a 
pretty group. 

In taking ebildren and very old persons the 
advantages of this process are invaluable. 
The child is allowed to move about uatil it 
takes a good position, when the picture is 
made. Old people who dislike the ordeal of 
sitting are photographed before they know 
it, all such things as head- 
rests and props being done away 
with. Pietures of persons laughing are 
full of life. and it may be said of ali pictures

Messrs. Wells, Maxon and Mitchell the 
Parchasers—An Important 
Event. 


As usual, the Post-DISPATCH scoops all of is 
contemporaries with the biggest news item of 
the day. Yesterday the sale of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad to Jay Gould was first given to 
the town in these columns; to-day, we an- 
nounce the sale of the Laclede Gas Light 
Company by the Eastern owners to 
a St. Louis syndicate. Every 
possible effort to keep this in- 


formation out ofthe papers has been una- 
vallingly tried by the gas people, who, for 
some inscrutable reason, are unwilling that 
anything should be said about the trauster un- 
tilafter the election to-fhorrow. Two New 
York gentlemen, Messrs. Frederick Cromwell 
and T. H. Porter, arrived here Monday mora- 
ing and put up atthe Lindell. It was general- 
ly known thatthey held a large amount of 
stock inthe Laclede Gas Company, and it 
was supposed that their presence here 
had no special importance. It was rumored 
in commercial circies that a trade of some 
sort was afloat, however, and this in- 
telligence had the elfect of run- 
ning the stock of the company up 
from 108 to 120. Nothing was definitely 
known until it was di-covered that Mr. Crom 
well and Mr. Porter werein close consultation 
with Mr. John J. Mitcheil of the 
Madison County Ferry Company. 
Yesterday a syndicate was formed consisting 
of John J. Mitchell, Mr. John Hf. Maxon and 
Mr. Erastus Wells, ho met for that pur- 
pose at the oftice of the St. 
Louis Transportation Company, and 
it was determined to hu up the gas stock 
held by Messrs. Cromwell and Porter and one 
or two Other heavy Eastern shareholders. The 
arrangements were all perfected last 
evening, over 5600, 000 worth of stock 
changing baus, but the transter wiil not be 
made public until to morrow, when it 
will be found at the election 
that the control of the company has 
aA st d completely into st. Louis hands, Here- 
t tore Mr. Charles Gibsou was the only heavy 
shareboider in St. Louis. He will now have 
wth him three and possibiy four 
Otucr gentlemen, representingftogether about 
$400,0uU0 of stock. The complete stock of the 
company is $1,200,000. 

At the election on Wednesday it is quite cer- 
tain that Mr. John Maxon, Mr. Mitchell and 
Mr. Wells will be electeu to the directory. 
Mr. Gibson is not at all interested in the deal. 
He has been and is now one of the heaviest 
shereholders. The transfer means thatthe 
company is to be hereafter 
controlled and maintained entirely by St. 
Louis capital, while it is a potent taet that 
1— t was owned almost entirely in the 
rast. 

The details given above may be relied upon, 
although it has been exceedingly dificult to 
verify them. At the election to-morrow, the 
sale will probably be announced. The 
election was Originally to have been held up- 
on Wednesday last, butit was postponed un- 
til December 15.

The Baber Jury Sentenced for Contempt 
and then Discharged From the Same. 


To-day the jury inthe Baber trial made re- 
turn in the Criminal Court to Judge Laughlin’s 
order, which was based on the affidavit of Ba- 
ber’s senior attorney and those of several 
prisoners in the jaii. The jury was charged 
with going into and separating in the jail 
and drinking whisky in the jury room, and 
that one was under the influence of liquor. 
Judge Laughlin explained tothe jury the sys- 
tem of murder trials and how faithfully he 
thought the gentlemen had discharged the duty 
of passing on so solemn and serious a matter 
as a fellow being’s life. He said he was as- 
tounded to hear the assault made upon the in- 
tegrity of the jury andthe Court by the de- 


fendant’s attorney, who charged them as 
above stated. The jury then made a return 
totally denying the allegations touching their 
sobriety, and it was shown that Jack, the 
Four Courts boot - black, had only brought one 
bottie of whisky to the jary-room 
and Col. Murphy stated that this was so bad 
that it was uqt even used by the jurymen. The 
aflidavits of the jurors entirely — them of 
contempt in this respect, and from this they 
were discharged. The gentiemen felt particu- 
larly aggrieved over the accusation, and one 
of them asked the Court to pronounce the in- 
justice ot the charge for the benefit of the re 
porters. The sentiment was that the gentle 
men had been submitted to a gross outrage by 
the attorneys for Baber, and Judge Laughlin 
earnestly impressed al with the fact that the 
court did not believe the charge to be true in 
the slightest degree.

BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


Communication From the  Socialistic 
Workingmen's Society. 


The Board of Public Improvewents met 
this morning at 10 o’clock, all of the mem- 
bers being present, Col. Flad occupying the 
chair. 

The matterin reference to establishing an 
alley in block 1984 was considered and, by 
motion, laid over until next Tues- 
day at 11  o’clock. The President 


was instructed to notify the property Owners 
of that neighborhood that the matter would 
come up for actton next Tuesday. The im- 
provement of Twelfth street, between l’enrose 
und Grand avenues, was discussed. In view 
of the great ost attendant upon such im- 
provement, the Board decided to lay the mat- 
ter over indefinitely. Messrs. Gaines E. Cope, 
Jacob Stieber and A. W. Currlin, a committee 
from the Socialistic Workingmen’s 
Society, presented a communication in refer- 
ence to the proposed labor of the women at 
the Work-bouse, objecting to their engaging 
inthe manufacture of brushes and recom- 
mending that they do sewing and wasbing for 
the public service. 

Mr. Cope spoke at some length on 
the communication, urging the Board to con- 
sider the features and calliug attention to the 
competition and consequent decrease of price 
and wages which would be caused inthe brush 
trade by permitting the female convicts to en- 
gage in its manufacture. Superintendent 
hing, of the Work-house, wbo was present, 
expiained that the labor of the women 
would only be used for the manufacture ot 
the coarser article, at present mode in Eastern 
penitentiaries and penal institutions,which do 
not come into competition with nome manu- 
facture. The matter was referred to Commit- 
tee on Work- house. Mesars. J. G. O'Neil, of 
the House of Delegates, and B. Finney ap- 
pearad betore the board to urge the 
consideration ot petition No. 21, 
to open Thirteenth street from Clark 
avenue south.

Immigration Improves the Nation. 
ST. LOUIS, December 14, 1580. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Nothing was more short-sighted than the 
prejudice onee entertained by the Native 
American’’ against the foreign. born whocame 
to this country. That feeling has almost 
wholly disappeared. The genuine old-fasn- 
ioned Missourian had much the same dislike to 
the Eastern States immigrants who sought a 
new home here. That prejudice is fast going 
too. The plain facts, that immigration is, in 
every view, a positive benetit, have come to 
have their weight and influence. Indeed, we 
should be more sparsely populated than any 
country in Europe if we had tive hundred mil- 


lions ot people instead of filtty. We need pop 
ulation, for we have the products to feed them 
and the work to keep them busy. 

But thespecial point I desire to call atten- 
tion to is, that this coming together and 
commingling of many cultures and nationali- 
ties must 0 ake upa grand result, in time to 
come in producing a bigher and nobler de- 
velopment of humanity than the world has yet 
seen. 

Every blood runs out unless reinferced by a 
fresh infusion and foreign stock. Now the 
best forces ot the English, German and Irish 
blood mustin time mingle, and consolidate 
and produce a higher and nobler development 
ot man than any one of them alone could have 
done. Add the best torces of the various 
European immigrations and engraft 
them upon or assimilate them 
with the native American, and a 
better physicaland intellectual development 
must betheresult. Thisis but accepting the 
teachings of a well-known law. Nowthe val- 
lev ot the Mississippiisthe very place where 
all these races most do congregate. And the 
result will be a bisher order of manhood than 
the world has ever seen before. The best and 
strongest qualities of one race will be tempered 
and moditied by those of another. And in 
good time a grand homogeneous race of men 
will be produced, strong in mind and muscle, 
that shal) command the admiration and re- 
spect of the world, and hold its destinies in 
its hand.

tant railroad. It is said that Gould desires 
the Alton in order to farther increase 

the strength of nis proposed extensive com. 

bination, anditis thought that the present 
railroad war is waged by Gould with no other 
intention than to weaken the C. and A. 
and depressits stocks and securities. It is 
said that the Wabash is ina much better po- 
sition to stand the war and to overcome its 
results. Parties who protess to know assert 
that Gould will own the Chicago and Alton be- 
fore three months, and there are many who 
incline to this belief. 

In conversation with Mr. S. H. Knight ofthe 
Chicago and Alton to-day, a reporter of this 
paper was given to understand that no such 
thing as intimated concerning the Chicago 
and Alton would occur. Mr. Knight fairly 
laughed at the idea aud said that the Alton 
tfoiks were the only railroad people in the 
country that couldn’t be purchased by Goula. 


At the Cotton Exchange. 

The opinion so tar as gathered scemed to be 
all one way, and that was thut St. Louis would 
be more benefited thaninjured by the pur 
chase ofthe Iron Mountain by Gould. The 
following gemtlemen expressed themselves 


quite freely: 
J. L. Sloss did not see but what St. Louis 


would be bevefited bythe change. With the 
purchase ofthis latest road Mr. Gould now 
has 600 miles of the M., K. and T., and 500 
miles of the Iron Mountain, besides whien he 
is said to have a controlling interest in the 
Texas and Pacific, thus giving him a airect 
line from Northern Texas to St. Louis. New 
Orleans and Galveston are the only competi- 
tors St. Louis has for the trade of Northern 
Texas, and if Jay Gould owns the Iron Moun- 
tain it is to his interest to haul al! 
freight to St. Louis. He has proven 
that he is disposed to work 
tor this place. I understand that his manage - 
ment has increased our grain receipts fifty per 
cent and during the next year we may expect 
large gains in cotton.“ Mr. Sloss did not 
think that Gould would send cotton direct 
throughto New York. Inthat he would be 
brought into competition with the pooled 
lines and could onity carry his pro rata of 
freight. It would hardiv be likely that he 
would be able to give a proportionately less 
rate to New York than to St. uis. Ile would 
be more likely to nay the cotton in St. Louis. 
Heretofore the Iron Mountain has been com- 

letely ut the mercy of the Texas and 

*acific, which road has controlled the policy 
ot the Iron Mouotainon Texas. freights, and 
as T. P. has been antagonistic to St. Louis 
it has worked against us. But now it will be 
tobvits interest to work for St. Louis and with 
Gould.’’ 

D. '. Rowland. A great benefit. It is a 
full consolidation of all our roads.

I think the St. Louis cotton trade will not be 
injured bv the sale. . 

Mifes Sells was met onthe street and spoke 
at some length upon the subject. While not 
altogether certain of what the outcome would 
be, he was disposed to believe that Jay Gould 
would not attemptto work againstthe trade 
of st. Louis, either in grain or cotton. He 
had spoken to several 
cotton receivers and they spoke 
Met dubiously of the chances for St. Louis 
with Gould controlling ber railroads. They 
felt very blue. Some receivers of grain told 
him that their correspondents at points West 
and tributary to this market hadinformed them 
that they were obtaining special rates—only 
3c to dd above the St. Louis rate—to Toledo 
and New York, which enabled them 
to ship direct to those points 
and through St. Louis. Jay Gould may pre- 
fer the throush run. By getting his cars to 
New York loadea with grain on cheap rates 
he could return to the West loaded th dry 
goods, groceries, eto., at full enough rates to 
make what he lost on grain. It was a 
well-known tact that Boston had shipped 
through St. Louis to Texas over the Iron 
Mountain Rosd at cheaper rates than St. Louts 
had to Texas poins. There is one thing 
that should be stated nearly: all the cotton 
brougbtfover the Iron Mountain Road to 
St. Louis is compressed here to 
about one-fourth of its Original 
size, sothatit only takes from one-third to 
one-tourth otthe rolling stock to move it East 
from this pointto that bringing the cotton 
here.

WASHINGTON, December 14.—Senator Ed- 
munds introduced a billto relieve the Court 
of Commissioners of Alabama Claims.

He has addressed com - 
munications tothe morning newspapers Upon 
every conceivable subject. No public wound 
so deep that he has not produced an oritund 
and grammatical healer; no social ulcer so 
gangrened that he has not come to the front 
with a philosophical salve or a logical plaster. 
He bas written upon Freemasonry; upon 
needed reforms in the management of the po- 
lice department; has engaged with Dr. 
Sonneschein in a discussion of the 
question, Did Israel give the world 


the belief in immortality: took issue 
with the distinguished Rabbi in his concep- 
tion of Shakspeare’s Shylock; and he sug- 
gested a scheme by which the spare time of 
eur fremen might be utilized in sawing stone 
for a new and practieal form of street*pave-. 
ment; he has locked hands with Virginia L. 
Minor and Mrs. Edwina J. Polk on woman’s 
rights: has suggested that ten thousand St. 
ouisans subscribe 51 per year for the sup- 
port of wounded policemen, or the care of 
their families should they fall in the 
face of the roaming burglar: has 
advocated six street car tickets for twenty- 
five cents: and the abolition of seven 
cent fares and impudent conductors; has 
suggested the extermination of the macadam- 
izing and the introduction of granite paving; 
has favored a general system oſ street sprink- 
ling at the public expense; is known to be 
devoted to a variety of charter amendments; 
has no respect for the Municipal Assem- 
bly; does not know how Mayor Overstolz 
voted: he don’t care; seems always to be ready 
for a discussion with everyor anybody; has 
once or twice lectured before the Sunday after- 
noon gathering of long-haired men and short- 
haired women known as the Liberal League; 
seems never to neglect an opportunity to get 
into the newspapers, and an ordinary faber 


would give out in enumerating the gentle- 


man’s accomplishments. Mr. Wiilis has in 
fact became a character. A humorist might 
say that he has become quite numerous. The 
Vost-Dispatcu honored Mr. Willis with 
several passing comments upon his effusions. 
Mr. Willis has never dropped in to form the 
acquaintanee of the Post-DIsratcHu. The 
rhetorical mountain would not come to Mo- 
hammed: so Mohammed went to the moun- 
tain last evening. He was found 
at 1621 Washington avenue. in a 
comfortable row of dwellings, all of which it 
seems heowns. The reporter waited but a 
few minutes ina comfortable parlor before 
the object of his interview came in. Mr. 
Willis was an agreeable disappointment to 
the reporter. The gentieman who, as a rule, 
inflicts newspapers with the sage remarks of 
„Veritas, “Old Subscriber,” “ Silex,“ „Old 
Line Democrat,’’ and mysterious combina- 
tion lettersinthe form of initials, or spells 
his name backward in a most palpable man- 
ner, such as *“*Htims’’ and **Senoj,’’ gener- 
ally runs to the seedy as to apparel, and the 
weedy as to hair, and is frequently 
in doubt as to the ‘‘reception he will re- 


ceive’’ from his landlady. Mr. Willis on the 


contrary was a most comfortable figure, and 
he titted the easy-cusbionec chair into which 
be sank with the satisfactory grunt of a man 
who had just dined well just as if he had his 
measure carefully taken for it every day. The 
head of the old gentleman is as bald as it is 
intellectual. He wears crisp gray side 
whiskers and an imperial or goatee of most 
formal cut. He has much the physiognomy 
of King Wilhelm. ‘The reporter with 
diffidence broke the ice. With little difii- 
dence Mr. Willis agreed to give the reporter 


afew points as to his identity, although in- 
sisting, and with good show of reason, that 


he needed no introduciion to the literary 
world. Born a New Eoglander, graduated at 
Harvard, ordained thirty-seven years ago as 
a Unitarian minister, connected while a 
young divine inasemi-editerial capacity 
with the Boston Traveller, and subsequently 
with other New England journals of 
established reputation, his transition into the 
world of letters was not only natural but it 
was fate. Ile devoted himself to literature in 
various phases and “‘retired ten years ago a 
rich man, having amassed a fortune by my 
pen. Il was for many years the commissioner 
of immigration for this State, and became 
later the general land agentof the Hannibal 
and St. Joe Railroad. I started Kast in that 
interest and lectured upon the resources of 
Missouri all the way to Maine, in all 
towns that lay in my path. I was 
personally the means of selling over 600,000 
acres of land upon the line of that road. At 


other intervals in my eventful life I have de- 


voted myself to lecturing upon Masonry, of 


which noble order lam proud to say I have 


achieved its highest honors. I did most of 


my service in this line in the State of Illinois, 
and as Grand Orator im Chicago before the 
representatives of 400 lodges for the first time 
tomany of those present formulated and 
detined the facts that Masonry in its earliest 
degrees represents the natural religion, that 
of respect and awe for the creating power, 
that in the Royal Arch Chapter it presents the 
ancient Hebrew faith in all its purity.

The reporter listened to Mr. Willis with 
wrapt attention for an hour whe he dis- 
cussed all conceivable subjects. A visit to 
bis library showed its shelves to be stocked 
with the rarest of volumes, ancient and mod- 
ern. The old gentleman was particularly 
sroud of bis collection of ancient Greek and 
lebrew literature. His chef d’ccuvre 
Was an autograph translation of the Bible 
from the Hebrew by his old professor, Dr. 
Noyes. On the writing table were 
many half-finished communieations on vari- 
ous subjects to the morning papers. Noticing 
the reporter glance at them, Mr. Willis said: 
„Ob, I writefor amusement merely, now, 
only when the mood strikes me.’’ 
At strikes you pretty often, does it not, 
Doctor?’ 
have written as many as twenty articles 
ina month. Sometimes 1 do not touch my 
pen except for business purposes in a week.“

His Railroad Interests to Jay Gould.

How the Gould Acquisition is 
Viewed by Business Men. 


The Chicago and Alton Said to Be the 
Next Line Gould Will Swallow.] 


What is Said on Change. 

A principal topic of conversation on Change 
to-day was the reported purchase of a control- 
ling interest in the Iron Mountain Road by Jay 
Gould. While a good many of the merchants 
were disposed to become enthusiastic over 
the prospects opened up to St. Louis by this 
purchase, as showing pretty conclusively that 
Gould’s interests were now identified with 
this city, and that St. Louis would mus be 
be ed greatly, there were others who were 
of contrary opinion, and only saw danger 


in this latest move of Goula’sto the business 


of St. Louis. When approached by a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter upon the question of 
whetber St. Louis was benefited by this late 
purchase, these gentlemen, who were not 
sanguine over the beneficial effect to be deriv- 


ed by this city, did not care about expressing 
themselves publicly, as they had not quite 
made up their minds on thesubject. One 
prominent member of the Exchange stated 
about the opinion of several others when he 
ssid that the Iron Mountain bad been really 
the only St. Louis road west of the Mis3issip- 
pi. The Missouri Pacific and Kansas City and 
Northern were run in the interest of the Wa- 
bash. The Northern was taking 
freight only fifty miles from St. Louis 
to loledo at only 3c additional freight. He 
expected to see next year cotton taken 
through St. Louis to New York at only 15@20 
cents above the regular St. Louis rate, thus 
giving St. Louis the go-by. In conversation 
with other gentlemen on ’Change the follow- 
ing opinions were obtained upon the recent 
porcbase: 

George Bain did not think this late purchase 
would do as much good for St. Louis as most 
men thought it would. Inthe rst place. bv 
this purchase he destroys all competion for 
the Texas trade, he having both roads now 
running tothat section. Tom Allen should 
have kept tiie Iron Mountain, as his interests 
are identifi d with those of St. Louis, whereas 
Jay Gould’s are not. Of course, they are ina 
certain measure, and probably he will benefit 
our city to some extent. It may in time hap- 
pen that he will bring erain from Toledo or 
even from Chicago over the Wabash to this 
city to make shipments by his bargeline. Mr. 
Bain could not understand exactiy why he 
should want the whole line of the Iron 
Mountain, as, if he is working for 
the interest of the river route, the 
line as far as Belmont would have been suff 
cient, or he might have purchased the Cairo 
Short Line to Cairo. In conclusion Mr. Bain 
suid that Jay Gould’s interests were only with 
St. Louis so long as St. Louis subserved his 
own ipterest. 

Breedlove Smith said there waszno question 
In bis miad of the advantages St. Louis would 
reap from Jay Gould’s controlling railroads 
centering in this city. He would most prob- 
ably make rates over the Iron Mountain that 
would bring cotton and other freights here 
and away trom New Orleaus. Tom Scott con- 
trols the New Orleans and Pacific Road and 
Jay Gould would most assuredly attempt to 
get all the freight he could from Tom scott. 
And in his working for his barge line he will 
make such rates as will bring the grain over 
his roads to this city. 

Theo. Bartholow: 1 thinkit the grandest 
thing that ever happened to St. Louis that 
(iould gotthat Iron Mountain road. Put me 
down as a Gould man everytime. Heisatar- 
seeing, shrewd and enterprising man, and a 
St. Louis man, as his interests are identical 
with thiscity.

do as much. Yet! think the recent purchase 
will not be disadvantayveous to St. Louis.

Alex. H. Smith: The controlling motive on 
the part of the purchaser may be conceded to 
be enlightened self-interest, which governs all 
business enterprises. Coupled with this the 
ambition to complete the grandest railroad 
combination ever conceived, and of which the 
lyon Mountain will be a very important fea- 
ture, sufficiently answers partof vour ques- 
tion. As to the  etfect on the trade 
of St. Louis, the interest ot the 
railroads and the city are closely iden- 
tified and tbere is no reason to doubt that the 
Sagacity and capi:al which bave secured so 
muny roads terminating at the central city of 
St. Louis will recognize this identity of inter- 
est and co-operate withthe business men of 
the city in such an increase of trade asthe 
improving facilities warrant.
